PETEKSHURG, 
June 17..—The 


chances of the proclamation of a gen- 
eral strike in answer to the government's 
coup d'etat are steadily lessening. The 
question is now under discussion at a 
secret conference of Hie central com- 
mittee of the social democrats, which is 
being held in Finland, but a strong cur- 
rent of opposition is known to prevail, 
not only on the part of the moderate 
leaders 'but also among the adherents 
of the radical majority. 
A fraction of 


the moderates urge that the government 
is now so strongly intrenched that a 
strike would be futile and only weaken 
the nrestige of the party and involve the 
rank and 'file nnd the industrial proletar- 
iat generally in a scries of uprisals and 
immense pecuniary loss. 


The conference, which is attended by 


all the members of the lower house who 
1-ave not been arrested, probably 
content itself with issuing a scries of 
proclamations addressed to the peasan- 
try, the army and navy and the work 
men accusing the. government of violat 
iiif faith with the country by altering 
the election law in defiance of the im- 
perial pledges, and apealing to the mass- 
es to continue the fight to overthrow 
the existing regime. 


Declare Against Strike.

ence held last night, declared against
